Young Rejects 
Arms Aid to 
Africa Rebels 


LAGOS, Aug. 24 \OPD—US. 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions Andrew Young today said 
the United States will not supply 
arms to any of the bleck nation- 
alist movements fighting in 
southern Africa. 

--Mx.. Young. told reportérs at. 
the UN-sponsored World Confer- 
ence on Apartheid that the 
United States would not sub- 
scribe to 8. sttustion “where one 
€roup is armed to ἘΠῚ the oiher.~ 

“My understanding is they have 
got to learn to live together and 
that is wnat I have been work- 
ing toward,” he said. 

He said the solution he would 
recommend to end South Africa's 
intransigence on apartheid and 
majority rule would be that “some- 
how the culmination of political 
and economic power that I hare 
been describing up to now has 
got to be used against South 
Africa.” 

Mr. Young was scheduled to 
address the 1,000 conference ciele- 
gates tomorrow. 

Mr. Young said Communist in- 
Muence in the region was of no 
importance to the United States. 

“X don’t think we are concern- 
ed about Communism in Africa.” 
he said. “We will not support 
racism. Racism is the greatest 
attraction of Communism and 
it is not in our interest to sup- 
port apartheid or racism as a 
means of combating ‘Commau- 
nism. 

“Our. feeling is that when 
Africa, turus to development, they 
have got to cooperate with the 
‘West because we just do things 
better than anybody else,” he 
said. 

The conference ends Fridar. 
and Mr. Young then is sched- 
uled to fiy to Lusaka. Zambia. 
for a special meeting with na- 
tiomalist leaders and heads of 
“front-line states"—~those in the 
forefront of the struggle to bring 
black majority rule to southern 
Africa.

U.S.-British Plan for Rhodesia 
Said to Rule Out Smith Role

LAGOS, Aug. 24 (WP:.—The 
still secret U.S.-British plan fora 
peaceful handorer of power to 
Rhodesia’s black majority rules 
out any gavermment leadership 
role for white Prime Minister 
lan Smita, it was learned today.

Apparentiy descined to play πὶ 
leading role in the trarsitiona) 
fpeacexceping force is Nigeria, 
Africa's mast populous state and 
ἢ mojor contributor to the coi- 
fers of Rhodesian nationalist 
suerrillas.

Teng Joins Vance in Peking Talks

PEKING, Aug. 24 CWP).—UTS. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and Chinese Vice-Premier Tens 
Hsiao-ping held today what they 
called “useful and serious” talks 
on improving relations, but there 
WaS no indication of a break- 
through on the issue of Tairan. 

In the face of open U.S. reluc- 
tance 1¢ quickly jettison its ties 
with the Nationalist Chinese is- 
land, the active participation of 
an official of Mr. Teng’s stature 
and tne sumptuous dinner he 
gave Bir. Vance tonight suggest 
that Peking has decided to con- 
tinue dealing with Washington 
even if progress toward normal- 
ization is slow. 


State Depariment spokesman 
Hodding Carter 3d said that after 
the pro and one half hours of 
afternoon talks and the big din- 
ner: “I wouidn’t want to go so 
far as to suggest there has been 
some Kind of massive, innorative 
change... I think it has been a 
good exchange today.” 

Despite the good feelings and 
panier reported at the private 
cioner for Mr. Vance and his 
. efter three days of con- 
veraations here, the two sides ap- 
peared to have just laid out their 
prospective positions on the off- 
shore island of Taiwan where 
their interests clash. Washington 
ofiicials have said often in the 
past they need some sign that 
Chine will not try to retake its 
island province by force. The 
Chimese bave said the United 
States must cut its military and 
political ties with Taiwan and 
leave decisions about the island's 
future to Peking.

Churchill- -Stalin. Accord Reported on East Europe Takeover

" WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (WP). 
—Winston Churchill did more 
to encourage a Soviet “sphere 
of influence” in Eastern ἘῸπ- 
rope than has previously been 


‘realiged, according to a docu- 


ment revealed 
published book. 

In October, 1944, Churchill ae- 
tually told Stalin that the two 
of them should disguise an agree- 
meni -on spheres of influence in 
Eastern Europe “because the 
Americans might be shocked.” 

And in fact, Churchill never 
did explain fully to President 
Roosevelt or the U.S. govern- 
ment precisely what he and 
Stalin had agreed to in Moscow 
on Oct. 9, 1944. 

Diplomatic’ historians have 
jong been intrigued by that 
Stalin-Churehili meeting. Some 
have concluded that Stalin prob- 
ably interpreted Churchill's be- 
havior then as acquiescence to 5 
Soviet sphere: of influence in 
Eastern Europe after World 
Wer: I. 

The only first-hand account. of 
the Oct, 9 meeting published 
previously was Churchill's orn in 
yolume fire of his war memoirs, 


in a recently 


“Triumph and Tragedy." Charies 
Bohlen, the U.S. diplomat, de- 
seribed the meeting in his 
memoirs as “an important one 
still clouded in mystery.” 

But Damel Yergin, author of 
the new book “Shstlered Pesce" 
‘published by Houghton Mifflin:. 
discovered the officiai British 
minutes of the mecting in the 
roilitary archives at the Imperial 


Coliege, London, Air, Yergin 
found them in the personal 
papers of Gen. Hastings Ismay, 
Churchill's chief of stati. 

The minutes show that Chur- 
chill taisreported the meetice 
with Stalin beth m his memoirs, 
aud in a message to Roosevcit 
written two days aitér the meet~ 
me occurred. 

In his memeirs, Churchill re-

Evypt, Libya Begin Exchange 
Of Prisoners Captured in War 


CAIRO. Aug. 24 1UPI).—Egypt 
and Libya today began exchang- 
ing prisoners taken in their six- 
day border war last month. a 
military spokesman said. 


It was the first concrete sign 
et a thaw in relations between 
the two countries following a 
four-vear political feud that cul- 
minated in fighting with war- 
planes. rockets. artillery, armor 
and paratroops from July 19 to 
34. 

The spokesman said. “Ihe ex- 
change of prisoners between 
Egrpt and Liby2 began this 
morning and is now in progress. 
As soon as it is completed. an 
official statement will be issued 
by the military spokesman's 
office.”

Student Leader 
Flees 8. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug. 59 
(AP).—The leader of the mili- 
tant black students of Scweto, 
Trofomo Sono. who went under- 
ground for more than 2 month 
to avoid arrest, has fied to nelgh- 
boring Botswana, fellow students 
teported today. 

Mr. Sono, 20, who students say 
was wounded about two weeks 
ago by gunfire in a clash with 
police, is the third student lead- 
er to flee the country since riots 
erupted in the black township on 
dune 16 of last year. 

Members of the Soweto Stu- 
dents Represtntative Council, 
which Mr. Sono led. said police 
did not know Mr. Sono had been 
wounded. They said he was miov- 
ed from home to home in recent 
weeks to avoid arrest. “More than 
20 members of the council... 
have been arrested in the last 
two weeks,” 8 student spokesman 
said. 
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15 days of fighting. according to 
guerrilla leaders. 

The center of the small town 
was razed, as were all surround- 
ing military buildings, by an ar- 
tillery attack launched br the 
besieging guerrillas. 

The new guerrilla commander 
of the town. Mohammed Salaad, 
showed visitors eight captured 
U.S.-made armored personnel car- 
ners, 

Casualties on both sides were 
heavy. he éaid. More than 250 
Exhiopians were captured and 
hundreds more were killed in the 
fighting. he said. He said about 
100 guerrilias were killed. 

In most other places, com- 
manders Were reluctant to reveal 
their own casualties. 

In other captured towns, cor- 
respondents were tojd of hundreds 
of Ethiopian troops killed or cap- 
tured. 

Independent milltarr observers 
sald thousands of Ethiopians and 
Somali-packed guerrillas hed 
been killed or wounded since early 
June. 

There were tew signs of Ethio- 
Pian prisoners or even Ethiopian 
corpses in the Ogaden. Through 
an interpreter a guerrila said. 
“This is not a wer where rou 
take prisoners.” 

The only Ethiopians journalists 
saw were a handful of prisoners 
in the major military town of 
Gode—they apparently were left 
behind when the Ethiopians 
abandoned the place in late June. 

There had been about 5,000 
Ethiopian troops and airmen in 
Gode. 200 kilometers from the 
border, but they evacuated in ad- 
vance of the guerrilla onslaught. 

Prisoners’ View 

The prisoners who were inter- 
viewed gave a depressingly sim- 
iler view of the situation. 

Nereyo Berey, 25, from Ethio- 
pia’s northern Tigre Province, 
for instance, said he had been 
forcibly taken from his home, 
given three months’ training and 
then sent to the Ogaden, an area 
he had never heard of before, 
where he was quickly captured, 

The guerrilla leaders interview- 
ed continued to claim that regu- 
lar Somali troops were not help- 
ing them in the fighting. Al 
independent observers, however, 
said it was inconceivable that the 
5,000-strong WSLP could have 
routed a full Ethiopian division 
of up to 20,000 men. 

The guerrilla leaders also said 
the future of an independent 
Ogaden region would be decided 
only after it was “fully liber- 
ated.” when the towns of Dire 
Dawa, Harer and Jijiga had 
faNen. 

Fresh fighting. meanwhile, was 
reported near Jijiga. 

The Somali imsurgents last 
week and this week attempted to 
storm the nearby city of Dire 
Dawa. but. according to Ethiopian 
military communiqués. were de- 
feasted with heavy losses. Dire 
Dawa was reported quiet. 

The fighting at Jijiga appeared 
to be part of a continuing Somali 
assault to try to capture the 
entire Ogaden region before the 
UN General Assembly convenes 
in New York next month.

2 U.S. Firms Knew of Pesticide Hazard

LATHROP, Calif. Aug. 54 
(WP)—The two chief manu- 
factarers of a pesticide recently 
found to cause sterility in chemi~ 
cal workers here knew more than 
20 years ago that the same pesti- 
cide caused sterility in animals, 

Results of tests of the pesticide 
dibromochloropropane (DBCP) by 
Dow and Shell Chemical com~ 
panies, the two manufacturers, 
were published in a leading 
scientific journs) in 1981. 

Neither the chemical workers 
nor the federal agency charged 
with protecting them knew about 
the tests until medical tests this 
month found that 26 male DBCP 
workers here were sterile, Tests 
at a plant in Magnolia, Ark., 
found that 12 men were sterile. 

In addition to sterility, at least 
five scientific studies have report- 
ed that DBCP causes cancer in 
animals. 

Currently, there are no stan- 
dards governing DBCP use, and 
federal officials are beginning to 
call it “another kepone situa- 
tion,” a reference to the incident 
in Hopewell, Va., where ἃ number 
of workers in ἃ pesticide plant 
suffered neurological disorders. 

Need for 2 ‘Bliiz’ 

Eula Bingham, chief of the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration, said that the 
case points to the need for 
ἃ “general blitz on the pesti- 
cide industry. These are alt 
tozie substances. People have to 
be informed about the hazards 
so workers understand what 
they're dealing witb.” 

Her remarks offer littJe com- 
fort to Ted Bricker, 31, who work- 
ed tne last three years in whai 
is now called the “sterility cham- 
ber” at Occidental Chemical Co.'s 
fertilizer plant here, 

“We've got young people here 

who don't have any family,” he 
said. “I have one kid. We had 
him before I went to work in the 
(DBCP]. unit. And now we 
wonder what οἶδα they might fini. 
We've got one 24-year-old kid 
who's alzeady' had ἃ brain tumor. 
Another man bleeds from the 
nose. : 
Ἢ of us are angry—sure. 
‘They were running tests back in 
82. They had literature out m 
the ‘60s. ‘This is what's puzzling. 
Why didn’t they tell us?” 

A chemical soil fumigant, often 
sold under the trade names of 
Pumazone or Nemagon, DBCP is 
used to kill parasite worms that 
feed on such diverse crops as 
pineapple, cotton and potatoes. 


Extent of Exposure 


No ope knows exactly how 
muny industrial workers have 
come in contact with the pesti- 
cide, or whet dangers it poses 
for farm workers. 

Medical tests are being con- 
ducted now at a Shell Chemica! 
plant in Denver, and the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency is 
investigating whether the DBCP 
has caused soil, water or air pol-~ 
lution around manufacturing 
plants. 

Shell Chemical, it wes learned, 
began animal laboratory tests on 
DBCP in 1952, and issued findings 


U.S. Agency Buys 
Crude Oil for New 


Strategic Reserve 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP- 
DJ).—The Federal Energy Ad- 
ministration hag purehased 16 
million barrels of crude oil for 
the new U.S, strategic petroleum 
reserve, the planned “insurance 
policy” against any future cuto:f 
of foreign ail.

‘The government plans to hare 
509 million barrels of crude oil 
im storage by the end of 1920, 
enough to replace U.S. imports 
at present rates for about two 
months, or to alleviate a less 
severe cutofi for a Jonger time. 
The FEA said the 16 million bar- 
rels cost $212,167,000, an average 
of $13.26 per barrel.

House Prober Says Canada 
Fails to Clear Gulf in Cartel 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24 (AP), 
—The Canadian government's de- 
fense of Gulf Oil Co.'s parict- 
pation in a uranium price-fixing 
cartel does not exonerate Gull, 
the chairman of a House sub- 
committee said yesterday. 

Rep. John Moss, D-Calif. said 
that @ diplomatic communication 
received by the State Depart- 
ment earlier this month from 
Canada does not adequately sup- 
port Gulf's contention thar it was 
forced into the cartel by Canada. 
“I am distressed that the full 
facts in this case continue to 
be hidden behind not only ἃ 
foreign corporate veil but δ᾽ for- 
eign governmental stone wail as 
well,” My. Moss said. 

At issue is the participation of 
Gulf's Canadian subsidy, Gulf 
Minerals Canada Lid, in an 
international cartel of uranium- 
producing nations that allegedly 
tried to fix prices in the non- 
US. sector of the non-Communist 
World market in the early 1970s. 

Mr, Moss's Oversight and In- 
vestigations subcommittee held 
hearings in June into whether 
the cartels efforts affected U.S. 
uranium prices. At the hearings, 
Gulf officials acknowledged par- 
ticipation but claimed that they 
were forced into the cartel by 
the Canadian government. How- 
ever. a May. 1972. Canadian gov- 
ernment document was produced 
that asserted that it was not 
Canada's policy to force uranium 
Producers to join the cartel.

geles Times reported.

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The South African Bomb Scare 


Something of enormous potential conse- 
quence—and equal delicacy—has been going 
on in the past several days concerning the 
South African government’s nuclear inten- 
tions. It was an international bomb scare 
of the first order, and President Carter's 
carefully measured announcement Tuesday 
Seamed to reflect both the iuitial relief and 
the continuing wariness that his adminis. 
tration feels about the outcome. South 
Africa, the President said. "has informed us 
that they do not have and do not intend 
to develop nuclear explosive devices for any 
Purpose. either peaceful or as a weapon ... 
that no nuclear explosive test will oe taken 
in South Afriea now or in the future.” He 
added his appreciation of this “commitment” 
and made a point of noting. “We will, of 
eourse. continue tao monitor the situation 
there very closeiy ” 

What has been going un is this: The U.S. 

gevernment—in concert with tne British, 
French. West Germans and Russians—has 
“been putting terrific heat on the South 
African government because there was strong 
reason to suspect that the South Africans 
were in fact preparing 2 nuclear explosion 
for some time soon. an explosion of unimag~ 
inable political impact, whatever its actual 
nuclear tonnage, The French foreign min- 
Aster, Louis de Guiringaud. whose harsh 
warning to the South Africans made news 
earljler in the week, led the open, public 
protest, The other countries, along with 
France. pushed very hard in private. The 
upshot has been the South African goverr- 
ment’s statement cited by Mr. Carter. Either 
they never were going to develop a nuclear 
explosive device or they are not going ta do 
sa now. Whichever is the case, it is welcome 
news—though hardly enough to warrant ἃ 
relaxed return to other business. 

There were two very positive, upbeat as- 
pects to the drama that ied to the South 
African assurances. One is that a group of 
mations which otherwise compete on a wide 
range of matters, including nuclear ones, 


were able to get together and act forcefully 
and fast to indicate to a prospective new 
nuclear power what the consequences would 
be if it went ahead. Nothing like that, you 
will recall, occurred at the time of India's 
nuclear explosion in 1974. The other promis- 
ing Sign is that so-called peaceful nuclear 
explosions seem finally and appropriately to 
be losing their mystique. Mr. de Guiringaud 
had it just right. He declared that “no dis- 
unetion could be made between an atomic 
explosion for pacifie purposes and one for 
military nuclear experimentaton.” That is 
the case and the “peaceful explosion” dodge 
has since deserved the contempt in which it 
is increasingly widely heid. 

Why would South Africa want nuclear 
weapons? Presumably, if it did. for the same 
Scare and symbolism reasons that many 
other non-nuclear nations with big troubles 
want them. The grim fact is that over the 
fong haul South SAfrica could probably ac~- 
quire nuclear independence: It has great 
supplies of uranium and could in time 
develop the technology to do with it as it 
pleased. For the present, however, the South 
Africans depend on other countries such as 
the United States and France to provide it 
enriched uraninm fuel. That means we still 
have some leverage and some time to act. 

Mr, Carter was right in taking the inci- 
dent as cause to “renew our efforts to en- 
courage South Africa to place all their 
nuclear power production capabilities under 
Internationai safeguards and inspections” 
and to sign the nuclear nonprolifera- 
tion treaty. But the case is bigger than the 
South African episode—blood-chilling as that 
has been. It illustrates, again, the urgency 
of trying to work out some international 
discipline in the field of nuclear-weapons 
and energy development. Partial and ad hoc 
as it was. the international effort of those 
who leaned on South Africa shows that it 
can be done. ὃ

Nobel Prize: An Idea Whose Time Has Passed? 


YY ASHINGTON — Should. the 
Nobel Prize be sbolished? 
Let's think about it, 

The presumed merit of this 
most revered honor for intel- 
Jectual achievement is that by 
recognizing and rewarding ex- 
cellence—currentiy at the rate of 
$162,320 per prize, from Alfred 
Nobel's legacy—excellence is en- 
couraged. There's obviously 
something to that, since the 
prospect of glory and wealth do 
tend to concentrate the mind, 

Bus there's another side to the 
Nobel sweepstakes that raises 
serious questions about the TT- 
year-old institution, Shouts are 
heard about this in the liter- 
ary community, where the annual 
award is often greeted by rancor, 
disbelief and “never-heard-of- 
him” comments, The Peace Prize 
is usually too loaded with politics 
to command reverence (Henry 
Kissinger and North Vietmam's 
Le Duc Tho in 1973). And the 
prize in economics. first given in 
1969, is too new to be evaluated,

Mischief 

It is in the scientific fields, 
however, that the mischief is 
greatest, and for the ironic rea- 
son that in science the Nobel 
halo glows powerfully in and qut 
ef the scientific community. 
That medal-minded enterprise 
takes recognition by peers very 
seriously, while the public. gen- 
erally uncomprehending of the 
scientific work that led to the 
prize, stands in awe of each new 
properly certified genius. But 
even & lot of scientists have 
doubts about the value and ef- 
fects of the prizes. Though they 
usualiy only whisper their con- 
cerns, they sometimes go public, 
az did the British journal Nature 
a couple of years ago, when it 
editorially looked askance at the 
Nobel prizes and inquired, “Isn't 
it time they were abolished?” 

One trouble with the Nobel 
prizes is that they confer an 
invidious prestige on the few 
Selds of basic research for which 
they are awarded: physics, chem- 
istry and medicine or physiology 
—leaving out all the rest of the 
big world of sclence. There is 
no Nobel Prize for mathematics 
or psychology or any of the other 
social sciences, apart from eco- 
nomics. Being granted exclu- 
sively for basic research, the 
prizes exclude engineering and 
most of the medical sciences. 
The developers of polio vaccine 
have never received Nobel rec- 
ognition because their work is 


tissue-calture techniques for tr 
success. Newer fields, such as 
energy, environment and ocean- 
ography, do not come into the

Pecking Order 

An effect of the Nobel system 
is to contribute to a scientific 
pecking order that distorts the 
values of the scientific eommu- 
nity, particularly in regard to its 
linkage to societal needs.

(AP)—Naum Gabo, 87, a Rus- 
sian-born pioneer of the con- 
structivist school of sctpiure, 
died of cancer yesterday ai the

One of the first in the con- 
structivist school, in which sculp- 
tors build objects rather than 
carve them’ out of stonc, Mr.

A Survival Guide f or moe 


By Naomi Barry 
ARIS UHT).—An interesting 
survival guide recently ap- 
Peared entitled "The Moscow 
Gourmet.” full of behavior do's 
and don'ts as well as descriptions 
of nourishment stations in the 
capital of the Soviet Union, The 
authors say thet it is the frst 
guide to Moscow's restaurants 
ever published. 

Lynn and Wesley Fisher, teach- 
ers at Cokmbia University who 
spent two years in Russia, advise 
the visitor on etiquette, ordering 
and coping with “The Great Wait 
and How to Raise a Skandal.” 

“One trick to avoid waiting too 
long is to remind the waiter of 
each successive course as you re- 
ceive the one before it, ‘Thus, 
when you come to the dessert 
ask for the coffee, and when he 

i the coffee ask for the 


bill” Otherwise he will assume 


you are looking forward to sit-— 


ting out the evening in the res- 
taurant. 

“If things get so bad and you 
are 50 aggravated that it is neces- 
sary to raise a skandal, you have 
two choices. You can be rude, 
uncultured, scream and yell, call 
Or you 
can behave like many 9 member 
of the Moscow intelligentsia, and 
approach the waiter or admin- 
istrator quietly. “Ask him to 
please be so kind as to hurry 
up with the soup er whatever, 
explain that your grandmother 
is dying, which will remind the 
waiter that you, too, are a human 
being. Screaming at the waiter 
is guaranteed to produce similar 
behavior from him but is not 
guaranteed to produce your soup.” 

Reservations 

‘The Fishers warn that “meking 
a reservation by phone is for 
all practical purposes 16 
even if you speak 
from the fact that many of them 
do not answer their telephones, 
Moscow's restaurants usually ac- 
cept reservations only in person, 
unless you are & diplomat.” The 
best way to reserve is ta go in 
the morning when the place 
opens and nail down your table 
with an advance payment on 
your bill.

The new ruje bas taken much 
oft the hypocrisy from the defini- 
tion of an amateur but still leaves 
roam for major abuses—particu- 
larly in equipment sports such as 
skiing, where a goid medal can 
still mean an income of hundreds 
of thousands of dollars without 
the loss of amateur status. 


“The other thing, which I have 
not been directly responsible for 
but have encouraged, is the de 
velopment of the medical side.

In Duesseldorf 


DUESSELDORF, Auz. 34 
'UPI.—A Rubens painting,

Two art students discovered 
the damaged painting in the 
Rubens room of the Fine Arts 
Museum.

“I guess you do have to have 
jomts in an 800-mile pipeline. 
You would bare thought the 
plumber would know he needed 
joints.” 

“You only find this out after 
you start the job.

“The one you said would cost 
$200 and wound up costing me 
$5007" 

“That's the one. Well, what 
happened was after we installed 
the sink and the pipe we forgot 
to hook it up to the main water 
line.” 

ΑἹ remember that,” I said, “I 
had to stave without water for 
8. week, I cut up my face pretty 
bad.” 

“That can happen. So what we 
did was tear out the installation, 
drill a hole in your wali and 
hook up the pipe with the water. 
That's why we had to charge 
you $300 more than we figured 
the job would cost.” 

“And something like that 
might have happened on the 
Alaska pipeline?" 

“I'm sure of it. They probably 
got the whole thing built and 
then discovered it wasn't hooked 
up to the oil, Then they had to 
tear it up and begin ali over 
again.” 

“They said a lot of the weld- 
ing was of poor quality and the 
X-rays and records were forged.” 

“That's possible.” Stanton 
said, “When youre working with 
pipe, you can do a lot of sloppy 
work, It’s like that shower head 
1 installed for you and it leaked 
all over the bathroom, and we 
had to come back and put in 2 
whole new faucet system. That 
was faulty welding.” 

“Why did you charge me for 
it if it was faulty?" 

“Who was I going to charge 
—the guy next door? Everyone 
thinks plumbers are infallible. 
‘We're human. too, We make mis- 
takes,” 

“That's for sure.” I said. “But 
the one in Alaska was 8 lulu.” 

“You can say that because you 
didn’t do the work. But if you 
were 3 plumber, you'd think dif- 
ferently. Look, the pipeline was 
supposed to cost $1 billion. In- 
stead it cost $8 billion, Most of 
that probably went for overtime. 
The $1.5 billion that went down 
the drain was ordinary spillage 
that anyone has on a job. I'd 
say for a billion-dollar original 
bid, bringing in a pipeline for 
88 billion is just about right.” 

“Then you don’t see anything 
wrong. with how they constructed 
the Alaska pipeline?” 

“Even if 1 did, 1 wouldn't say 
so. In our profession, it's 
unethical to criticize another 
plumber's work.”

Making. the Golden Gate Suicide-Proof

AN FRANCISCC—Since Τὶ 

was opened in 1937, the 
Golden Gate Bridge has gained 
ἃ reputation for holding an al- 
most mystical attraction for 
people bent on killing them- 
selves. 

Among the iandfu. who have 
jumped from the bridge and 
miraculously survivea one later 
told an interviewer i was “the 
only stylish way to go.” And 
another said there was "Ὁ kind 
of form to it, a certain grace 
and beauty.” 

But the bridge district's 18- 
member board of directors for 
years has resisted erecting sui- 
cide barriers on the picturesque 
Span, which extends across the 


ics of the bridge and later ad- 
mitting that much of the rea- 
son was financial, 

It now appears, however, that 
the directors are about to 
change their minds, partly be- 
cause of pressure from suicide 
prevention groups in Sax Fran- 
cisco but also because statistics 
show that the age for bridge 
jumpers is rapidly decreasing. 

A 15-year-old boy was among 
last year’s suicides, The parents 
of 2 19-year-old who leaped to 
his death are suing the district 
for $1 million, charging negli- 
gence. And the average age of 
Jumpers now is 26 compared 
with an average of 47 in the 
1950s. 

Earlier this month, the direc- 
tors asked their engineering 
staff for a report within 90 days 
on the feasibility of replacing 
the existing bridge railing, 
which is 42 inches high, with 
an 8-fcot-fence equipped with 
an alarm 

“I don’t like to use the word 
berrier.” said San Francisco 
Supervisor John Molinari, who 
also sits on the bridge board 
and who, as head of the dis- 
triet’s Suicide erevertior Com- 
mittee, has opposed berriers in 
the past, “People think that's 
something you car. see 
through, I prefer to call # a 
deterrent.” 

Mr, Molinarj said ne had a 
change of heart about the need 
for “deterrents” because of the 
declining age of jrmpers and 
because the oridze railing needs 
Teplacmg anyway. “It's getting 
badly corroded.” hz said.

Tronieally, despite the legend 
of-the bridge as a sort of sui- 
cide shrine, the 620 people who 
are known to have killed them- 
selves by jumping off the 
bridge represent only 3 per cent 
of the total suicides in the San 
Pranciscp Bay area over the 
past 40 years.

“It’s so readily available.”
